And 
just as they refused to recognize 
God any longer, God has abandoned 
them to unworthy impulses and in­ 
decent conduct. They revel in every

of envy, murder, quarreling, deceit, 
and ill-nature: 
They are gossips, 
slanderers, abhorrent to God, inso­ 
lent, overbearing, boastful, 
ingen­ 
ious in evil, undutiful, consciousless.

They know God’s decree that those 
who act in this way deserve to die, 
yet they not only do it, but applaud 
any who do. 
Therefore you have 
no 
excuse, 
I whoever you are, if you pose as a 
! judge, for when you pass judgment 
| on someone else, you are condemn- 
] ing yourself, for you, who sit in judg­ 
ment, do the very same things your­ 
self. We know that God’s Judgment 
I rightfully falls upon those who do 


I such things as these. 
And do you 
suppose, w hen you sit in judgment 
upon those who do such things and 
yet do them yourself, that you will 
escape the judgment of God? Do you 
think so lightly of his wealth of kind 
ness, forbearance, and patience, aud 
fail to see that God’s kindness ought 
[to induce you to repent? But in your 
; obstinacy and Impenitence you are 
j storing up wrath for yourself on the 
Day of Wrath, when the justice of 
j God will burst forth. For he will pay 
every man for what he has done. 
Those who by 
presistently 
doing 
right strive for glory, honor, and im­ 
mortality will have enternai life, but 
self-seeking people who are disloyal 
j to the truth arui responsive only to 
i what is w rong will experience anger 
and fury, crushing distress and an­ 
guish, every human soul of them that 
actually does what is wrong—the 
Jews first, and the Greek also; hut 
there will be glory, honor, and peace 
for everyone who does right, the 
i Jews first, and the Greek also, for 
j God shows no partiality. 
All who sin w ithout having the Law 
will perish without regard to the Law 
1 and all who sin under the Law will 
j be judged by the Law. For merely 
1 hearing the Law read does not make 
a man upright in the sight of God; 
men must obey 
Law 
instinctively 
obey what the Law demands, even 
though they have no law they are a 
law to themselves, for they show 
that what the Law demands is writ­ 
ten on their hearts, and their consci­ 
ences will testify for them, and with 
their thoughts they will either accuse 
or perhaps defend themselves, on 
that Day when, as the good news I 
preach teaches, God through Christ 
Jesus judges what men have kept 
secret. 


Suppose you call yourself a Jew*, 
and rely on law-, and boast about God, 
and can understand his will, and from 
hearing the Law read can tell what 
is right, and you are sure that you 
can guide the blind, enlighten people 
w*ho are in the dark, train the foolish, 
teach the young, since you have 
knowledge and truth formulated in 
the Law*—why, then, will you teach 
others and refuse to teach yourself? 
Will you preach against stealing, and 
yet steal yourself? Will you warn 
men against adultery, and yet prac­ 
tice it yourself? Will you pretend to 
detest idols, and yet rob their tem­ 
ples? Will you boast of the Law and 
yet dishonor God 
by breaking 
it? 
For, as the Scripture says, the very 
name of God is abused among the 
heathen, because of you! Circumci­ 
sion will help you only if you observe 
the Law; but if you are a law-breaker 
you might as well be uncircumcised. 
So if people who are uncircumcised 
observe the requirements of the Law, 
will they not be treated as though 
they were circumcised? And lf, al­ 
though they arc physically uncir­ 
cumcised, they obey the Law, they 
will condemn you, who break the 
Law, althougbt yon have it in writ­ 
ing, and are circumcised. 
For the 
real Jew* is not the man who is one 
outwardly, and the real circumcision 
is not* something physical and ex­ 
ternal. The real Jew is the man who 
is one Inwardly, and real circum­ 
cision is a matter of the heart, a 
spiritual, not a literal, thing. 
Such 
a man receives his praise not from 
men, but from God. 
What advantage is there then in 
being a Jew, and what is the use of 
circumcision? A great 
deal, 
from 
every point of view. 
In the first 
place, tho Jews were intrusted with 
I the utterances of God. What if some 
of them have shown a lack of faith? 
Can their lack of it nullify the faith­ 
fulness of God? By no means! God 
must prove true, though every man 
be false; as the Scripture says, 
“That you may be shown to be 
upright in what you say, 
And win your case when you go 
into court.” 
But if our wrongdoing brings out 
the uprightness of God, what are we 
to say? Is it wrong in God (I am put­ 
ting it in ordinary humanterms)to in­ 
flict punishment? By no menas, for 
then how could he judge the world? 
‘But, you say, if a falsehood of mine 
has brought great honor to God by 
bringing out his truthfulness, why 
am I tried for being a sinner? And 
why not say, as people abuse us for 
saying and charge us with saying, 
“Let us do evil that good may come 
out of it"? Such people will be Con­ 
demned as they deserve! 
What does this mean- Are we Jews 
at a disadvantage? Not at all. 
We 
have 
already 
charged 
Jews 
and 
Greeks all alike with being under 
the control of sin. As the Scripture 
says, 
“There Is not a single man who is 
upright, 
No one understands, no one search­ 
es for God. 
All have turned away, they are one 
and all worthless, 
No not one does right, not a single 
one!

RELATIONS WITH 
GREECE RESUMED 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
30.—Diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Greece were resumed yes­ 
terday when Secretary Hughes re­ 
ceived M. Tsamados, Greek represen­ 
tative in Washington, as charge d’af- 
fairs and instructed Ray Atherton, 
who is unofficially in charge of Amer­ 
ican affairs 
in 
Athens, to act us 
charge d’affairs. 
It is expected that the accrediting 
of a minister will await decision by 
Greece of the question as to whether 
the government shall be republican 
or monarchial under consideration in 
Athens. 
Relations 
were severed 
in 1920 
after the death of King Alexander 
and the return to Athens of Constan­ 
tine. The regime which followed the 
latter was regarded as based frankly 
upon military power with its position 
unconfirmed by elections. 
Recent elections, however, have re­ 
sulted in the establishment of a gov­ 
ernment which enables the United 
States to extend formal recognition.

GREAT BRITAIN IS 
FOR SETTLEMENT

LONDON, Jan. 30.—Prime Minis­ 
ter MacDonald recently sent a per­ 
sonal letter to Premier Poincare in 
which he expressed a desire for a 
settlement of the difficulties between 
Great Britain and France and for a 
complete Anglo-French 
understand­ 
ing, and Poincare replied sympatheti­ 
cally, according to statements print­ 
ed by the Daily Telegraph and the 
Daily Express. 
By this action the new head of the 
British government picked up the 
thread of Franco-British relations at 
the point where it was broken after 
the interview between Mr. Baldwin 
and Premier Poincare In Paris last 
autumn, says the Daily Telegraph. It 
adds that the letter was dispatched 
in accordance with the British states­ 
man’s aversion 
to 
the 
traditional 
methods of diplomacy and his prefer­ 
ence or more direct means of nego­ 
tiations. 
The letter informed M. Poincare 
^bat the new government had been 
^ganized says the newspaper, and 
^ m a rk e d with perfect candor that 
relations between the two countries, 
for several well understood reasons, 
had ceased to be as friendly as form­ 
erly and that public opinion in Great 
Britain viewed the French policy 
with a certain degree of speculation, 
being somew'hat nervous about what 
might happen in Europe. 
The prime minister, then, accord­ 
ing to the Daily Telegraph expressed 
a willingness “to meet Poincare half 
way in an attempt to achieve a final, 
complete and clear settlement.” He 
also voiced the hope that the French 
government in the same conciliatory 
spirit, would be ready to discuss all 
outstanding questions.

HUNDRED THOUSAND 
SLAIN BY SOVIETS 


WARSAW Jan. SO—The 
official 
figures on the victims of the Red 
Terror are under four thousand but 
the truth is that the number is not 
less than one hundred thousand. 
The Soviet estimates are dishonest 
as they omit eourt martial of civil­ 
ians. murders by troops for internal 
“defense,” mass executions of peas- 
anst and workers, and murders by 
the numerous local chekas. 
For instance, at Kieff alone there 
were sixteen different chekas, each 
passing death sentences at its own 
discretion, and generally keeping no 
record. 
Frequent revolts in garri­ 
sons of Red troops were hushed up. 
There was discontent in the Moscow 
barracks in the autumn of 1920, with 
the result that 2.000 soldiers were as­ 
sassinated treacherously. 
In Petro grad alone five thousand 
w'ero killed in 1920 principally owing 
to the discovery of a bogus plot of 
insurrection in behalf 
of 
General 
Yudenitch. 
In the same year 1,412 
were murdered at Odessa.

chekas 
official 
publication 
says the Red Terror 
never 
in 
a 
single instance touched the workers. 
The statement is not true, anymore 
than is that other statement, that 
the terror was a class terror direct­ 
ed against the bourgeoisie. It really 
w'as directed by the criminal class 
against all other 
classes, 
workers 
and peasants as well as intellectuals, 
and It employed the worst methods 
of czarism, 
In 1920 the Kolyvansky insurrec­ 
tion in Tomsk province led to five 
thousand executions after the insur­ 
gents were disarmed. 
The official 
figure regarding the Ufimsky insur­ 
rection is ten thousand but it Is clos­ 
er 
to 
twenty-five 
thousand. 
The 
houses of the rebels 
were 
burned, 
their property was confiscated, and 
persons refusing to give their names 
were shot on the spot without trial. 
Has the teror ended? 
No. 
According to Hie revolutionary tri­ 
bunal. forty persons were killed in 
the first three months of 1923, and 
in May alone one hundred were shot 
The shootings continue. The reason 
generally given for an execution is 
“counter revolution,4 which is in­ 
deed vague.
